THE ISTHMUS TROUBLE. 


Return of the Steamer Colon With 
the United States Troops.

Lieut. Wallace's Statement Regarding 
the Recent Insurrection—Negroes 
Leaving the Isthmus in Great Num- 
bers—The Ridiculous Performances 
of a Consul.

New Yorn, May.48.—The Pacific Mail steamship 
Colon, arriving Satu , brought up from the 
Isthmus of Panama 400 men bearing the uni- 
form of Uncle Sam, Tw® hundred and fifty were 
members of the enpeditionary force sent down to 
protect American interests during the insurrection 
agaiust the Government o8 Colombia. Others were 
blue-jackets, or sailors. gathered from the vessels 
of the squadron GW either side of the Isthmus, 
among the latter Being eighty sailors from the 
Iroquois, a new crew having been made up from 
among the seamen sent down to assist the marines. 
Lieut. Wallace, acting as Spokesman for a number 
of bis brother officers gathered about him in the 
reception room of the officers’ quarters, said of the 
trip: “It was in some respects noteworthy. While 
we did nothing im the wap of fighting, I think that 
our presence in force on the Isthmus had a great 
moral effect in checking the outrages 


which would otherwise bave been committed. 

Aiter the week at Aspinwall we crossed the Isth- 

mus and reached Panama, just in time to nip the 
Febeliion there in the bud., at least so far as it was 
likely to lead to the desiruction of the city and the 
American property there. Capt. MCalia,cwuo was 
in command of the land forces, and took possession 
of the city and over twelve hundred men, marines 
and blue-jackets altogether, 0 

MADE A VERY IMPOSING SHOW. 

The people down tuere nad been accustomed to see 
United States sailors come ashore now and then to 
put things in order, but such a landing as this came 
in the way of an occupation. There was no small 
feeling againat us, but tne better classes under- 
stood that we were there under treaty obligations; 
in fact, that it was our duty to be there. The 
Freuch, particulariy, were most vehement in their 
denunciations, pretending to believe that we had 
come down to take on of the canal, and the 
French cousular agent acted like an idiot in his de- 
nunciations of our visit. About that canal we 
had abundant chance of seeing just how things 
were going on. The impression is that if it is 
ever built, it must come American control,

SHORT IN HIS ACCOUNTS. 


Ex-City Treasurer Wright of Springfield, 
III., a Defaulter.. 

SPRINGFIELD, ILL, May 18.—Considerable excite- 
ment has been occasioned here by the circulation 
of a report that City Treasurer Preston Wright 
was a defaulter. Wright has held the office of 
City Treasurer for the past five years continually. 
At the last election he was not a candidate, and 
George Gaston, the Democratic ‘candidate, was 
elected. It was claimed that Gaston was ineligi- 
ble, as he had not livedin the city a year. and 
Wright refused to turn over the books and funds.

The Candidates for the New Hamp- 
shire Senatorship.

Blair, Rollins and Chandler in the 
Field—The Present Incumbent Al- 
most Certain 
Wooden-Headed Statesman — The 
Calibre of the Other Aspirants. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
Wasuiveton, May 15.—The senatorial election in 
June in New Hampshire is pretty well discounted. 
Correspondents from that State to various politi- 
cians here say that Blair will probably be re-elected. 
There are only three leading candidates—Blair, Ex- 
Senator Rollins and Wm. E. Chandler. There is 
not one of them fit to represent any State in the 
Senate. Of the three, probably Blair is the most 
harmless. He is the living proof of what can be 
accomplished in this world by a- wooden-headed 
humbug devotion to alleged temperance ideas and 
a fanatical standard of ich possible virtue. There are 
few of the Senators who believe that Blair is sane. 
None of them are disposed to hold him particularly 
responsible for anything that he does. He is 
tail, square-shouidered and large-boned. He has 
a long. solemn face. His complexion is like putty. 
his hair is a thick, reddish brown, combed up ina 
sort of horse lock from his high, narrow forehead. 
The face is lengthened still further in its appear- 
ance by bis long, ragged beard. He dresses care- 
lessly, and affects an air of wrapt contemplation. 
He can not talk upon trivial subjects of the day. 
His mind is always grappling with the great sub- 
jects of statesmanship. He always sits in the Sen- 
ate absorbed in some mess of documents or papers 
in front of him. He is always working in this dull, 


crank fashion upon the dullest of crank topics. 


Within the last two or three years Blair 
has devoted himself to the subject of Temperance 
legislation, woman — labor reform and 
the like. He is always coming forward with pro 
ositions to estabiish impossible and impracticable 
bureaus for the dissemination of moral ideas and 
for the raising of the tone of soclety by mule 
power. Some of his bills are perfect miracies of 
absurdity in the way of construction and bad 
English. It was he who introduced a bill only a 
year or two ago to compel special instruction to be 
given to the children of our public schools in mor- 
ality and high ideas according to the standard of 
some high salaried bureau of fellow cranks. It was 
he who got up that wonderful investigation of the 
labor question. The reports of this perambulating 
committee now adorn the junk shops of the coun- 
try. Let no one ever discovered what this com- 
mittee accompiished besides the taking of testi- 
mony, aithouzh one migat have thought when the 
resolution first went through the Senate, from the 
tone of Biair’s remarks, that the wages of all kinds 
of laboring men wouid be doubled within the next 
Six months. One of the officiais of this wanderin 
committee said that the best thing that occurre 
in their travels was Biair’s examination of Jay 
Gould in New York. He said that Gould appeared 
to be in a very waggish humor that morning, and 
affected a great embarrassment in the presence 
of this t man. He was timid and hesitating. 
He d that it was one of the sights 
of this century to see the New Hampshire states- 
man grandiy encourage and sustain the timid and 
— Wall street speculator. Blair is too 
wooden a man to appreciate any satire of this kind. 
He thinks himself so solemnly in earnest that he 
sometime convinces others that he is souebody.

tan the man who has not very much to say for 
himself, In a country where they have temperance 
on the high road and rum drinking behind the door, 
the citizen who talks the loudest about temperance, 
morality and the like, rankstne highest. Mr. Blair 
has been roaring in the ears of New Hampshire 
people forso many years the beautiful precepts of 
compulsory temperance, morality through legisla- 
tion, and_good manners by force, that he has come 
to be refarded as the leader. Tne reformers of 
New Hampshire who do their drinking behind the 
door are warmly for Blair and use devotion to bim 
as the proof of their own goodness. In other words, 
this solemn wooden-headed man has me a 
fetich in New Hampshire temperance and reform 
circles, For many —— the State has had no one ia 
Congress of any ability or special standing. Fer- 
haps it is as well that they should be represented 
by Blair as any oue else.

The Harrowing Story Told by an American 


New Tonk, May 18.—The Herald this morning. 
publishes a story from Key West, Florida, which 
gives an account of the kidnaping of Edward Santa 
Rosa, a youth of 16 years, from New Orleans, 
Rosa relates a pitiful story, which, if true, would 
call for a full investigation by our Government, 
Rosa states that last September, at New Orleans, 
he was enticed on board a vessel, the captain of 
which offered to take him to Key West. While he 
was talking with the captain the vessel sailed and 
he and sixty-six others who had also been entrap- 
ped, were carried to Puerto Barrios, Guatemala, by 
the steamer Ella Knight. “We arrived in Puerto 
Barrios, in Guatemala, about sundown of Wednes- 
day, October 8, after a voyage of a little over six 
days. Owing to eating poor food and drinking 
‘brackish water, nearly all ot our party were sick; 
five were for four days unable to get on deck. Al- 
together the passage was a very disagreeable one 
We anchored in the open harbor about a quarter of 
a mile from shore, fa any Jim 6 Donald, of Glas- 
gow, Scotland, of Irish descent (the man who en- 
trapped me at New Orleans), along with the captain 
and mate went ashore, where I heard him call out 
Here are my cattie for which I am to get $10 per 
head. : We were landed in small boats and counted, 
whereupon O’Donald went up to the office of J. F. 
Bouscarren, the president of the railroad company, 
and received $670 for his shipment of sixty-seven 

an. Bouscarren, though a Kentuckian, spoke

JUDGE HAWKINS’ CHARGE. 

Loxpox, May 18.—Judge Hawkins this morning 
began the summing up in the case of Cunningham 
and Burton, on trial for treason-felony, in connec- 
tion with the recent dynamite explosions. The 
Judge explained the nature of the charge against 
the priscners, and the law in relation thereto, He 
then analyzed the evidence against Burton, and 
called the attention of the jury to the fact that 
Burton's statement was not made under oath. and, 
therefore, entitled to very little credence. If there 
was avy truth in the statement, it was astounding 
that no witness was called to support it. Mr. E. J. 
Phelps, the new United States Minister to England, 
was in the court room, dressed in mourning, and 
listened closely to the Judge’s charge. Mr. Phelps 
seemed very much impressed by the stern lan- 


guage of the Judge.

The jury returned a verdict finding both prisoners 
guilty. The prisoners were both sentenced to penal 
pervitude for life.

A TREMENDOUS DOSE. 


— 


An Unprecedented Quantity of Arsenic 
Found in Mrs. Reynold’s Remains. 


Dr. Charles Luedeking this morning submitted 
his report of the chemical examination of the 
stomach of Mrs. Matilda Reynolds to Coroner 
Nidelet. The od woman was found dead in her 
bed at 10 o'clock on the night of May 11, at her 
home, 1234 N. Third street. The reading public 
are familiar with the circumstances. The report 
covers four and one-half very closely written paces 
of fools cap. It was developed by the examination 
that death resulted from arsenic and that the dose 
taken by the poisoned woman was of unprecedented 
size. A lump of the ‘drug as large as 
an orange was taken from the victim's stomach. 
There is no doubt of her having vomited many 
grains of the poison before the final collapse. The 
intestines bore testimony to the terrible work of the 
drug. Dr. Luedeking, in speaking of the case, 
made the remark that the amount of arsenic in the 
stomach was sufficient to have poisoned 200 peopie. 
The operator made the analysis in the chemical 
laboratory at Wasbington niversity. Charles 
Reynolds, the husband, has been held for the Cor- 
oner since the discovery of the body. He ip 25 
years old and a native of Canada. The 
jury of inquest will reconvene at 6 
o'clock this evening, when the report of 
the chemists will be presented, Important evi- 
dence may be had afterwards. Tae Police De- 
partment has not showed its hand yet. 


A LUMP OF ARSENIC. - 

Dr. Luedeking, who is the Assistant Professor of 
Chemistry at the Washington University, in speak- 
ing of the case with a reporter, said: “I don't be- 
lieve that lever was 60 surprised in my life as 1 
was when I discovered that the lump—fully as 
large as a biscuit—which I found in Mrs, Reynold's 
stomach was arsenic.

LIMITING CHARGES. 

Theoretically there is free competition in the 
gas business in New York, and there has been 
practically competition enough to bring the 
price of gas down to $1 50 from $8, But, as a 
combination among the gas companies is again 
putting up the price of gas, a legal limit to the 
charge is demanded by consumers as their only 
guarantee against extortion and monopoly. 
Strangely enough, the Sun, which wasa pro- 
fessed supporter of Gen. BEN BUTLER, the Anti- 
Monopoly candidate for President, denounces 
this demand as Communism,“ as a war upon 
property and property rights and property 
holders, an attempt to substitute the tyran- 
nical control of a despotic government” for 
free competition in business. Why has the Sun 
never protested against the tyrannical 
control of a despotic government” over 
the charges made by hackmen, dray- 
men, carters and others following a strictly 
private business in which there is no exclusive 


They use the public streets by virtue of a li- 
cense, which they have to pay for, and yet a 
limit to their charges is fixed by law, although 
any poor man witha little money ahead can 
enter into competition with them. There is a 
practical limit to the use of city streets by 
street car companies and by gas companies, 
and to talk of competition being free in their 
case is to insult publicintelligence. The priv- 
ilege of laying street car tracks and gas mains 
is practically an exclusive privilege, conferring 
a business menopoly from the very nature of 
things, and if it is communistic, tyrannical and 
wrong to regulate the charges of a big business 
run by a soulless corporation under a charter 
granted for the public good, why is it not com- 
munistic and wrong to limit the charges of the 
great multitude of small carriers, each of 
whom has his all invested in a vehicle and a 
span of horses?

WHILE the constituents of Mr. Sunset Cox 
are begging that brilliant political pyrotechnist 
not to leave them to go ® Turkey, the sover- 
eign of all the Turks is—if we may trust the 
telegraph—entreating Gen. LEw WALLACE not 
to leave Turkey to goto America. There is, 
however, this important difference between the 
mourners for departing Cox and the mourner 
for departing WALLACE: The former promise 
nothing asa reward for remaining, beyond a 
continuance of distinguished consideration” 
and the usual Congressional nomination, while 
the latter offers a high and permanent position 
in any branch of the public service the retip-

Without it the old plant would be 
worth but little more than the same weight of 
Ad junk. This franchise, which the city gave 
for nothing, has been used as a license to rob 
the community, and now we are asked to re- 
spect it as a bit of sacred private property, and 
to perpetuate it and guarantee a profit of 8 per 
cent annually on its owners’ valuation of it. If 
a five-year franchise is wortn 82,500,000, ac- 
cording to their valuation, a twenty-year ex- 
tension should make it worth $10,000,000 more, 
If we grant that we shall have to guarantee 8 
per cent on $12,000,000 in order to meet Mr. 
Newman's ideas of a fair adjustment of the 
gas question.

I think within the month of May I can give sub- 
stantial relief that will take away the importunity 
and discontent. I think that from 15 to 
23 per cent of the fourth class postmas- 
ters of New York might be removed 
within the next two months and great good accom- 
plished thereby, if our people will adhere to a pro- 
posed plan. This is, in short, to pick out the most 
obnoxious and offensive partisans in each county to 
the number of a sixth to a quarter of all, and choose 
first-class men to take their places. I will require 
no more proof of the partisanship in these seiec- 
tions than the affirmation of knowledge on the part 
of a Representative or Senator that the postmaster 
has been an active editor or proprietor of a Repub- 
lican newspaper, printing offensive articles, easily 
shown by slips; or a stump speaker, or member of 
a political committee, or officer of a campaign 
club, or organizer of political meetings, or that his 
office has been made the headquarters of politica! 
work, or that his clerks have been put into the per- 
formance of political duties. In recommending for 
appointment I be: the Representative will state the 
age, business and what kind of business experience 
and a description of the business character of the 
app'icant, and also of his habits and standing in the 
community, It would be well to file evidence show- 
ing that he will be satisfactory tothe community, 
and when there are various candidates I shall be 
obliged by any explanation which the Representa- 
tive can give. The earliest removals and appoint- 
ments of this kind will challenge the keenest 
scrutiny. The former must be justifiable and the 
latter beyond criticism. 

Some mistakes have perhaps occurred, and our 
adversaries are keenly interested to make the most 
of every fault because they have perceived a strong 
current of general approbation of the purposes of 
the Administration. In rendering this justice to our 
people, which consists of these removals, and sub- 
stitution of our friends, I feel that it is very desir- 
able to proceed with extreme care, and thatI am 
correctiy representing the President's wishes and 
purposes in earnestly soliciting that every step may 
be taken accordingly.

Rufe“ has spent over thirty-three years in build- 
ing and sailing yachts on the Delaware,and he is 
known far and wide among the lovers of aquatic 
sports. Captain Wilkins says thaf, in comparison 
with ten years ago, there are not more than one- 
half of the pleasure yachts now in commission, but 
the yachts of today are better and more ex- 
pensive crafts than those that flourished a decade 
ago. He noticed that more professional men are 


taking to yachting for a pastime with each succes- 
sive year, and, as they have more money to spend 
than the class which used to be identified with the 
sport, the boat-builders are reaping a richer harvest 
in consequence. 

Captain Wilkins has soundeda timely warning 

relative to the dangers of the capsizing of small 
yachts. Last Sunday four boats were capsized on 
the Delaware on account of the heavy wind, but 
such mishaps may be averted, the Captain says, if 
yachtmen would build their boats deeper and thus 
do away with the carrying of sand-bags for wind- 
ward ballast. 
“I am convinced that the day of the ‘sand-baggers* 
is nearly over.“ said the Captain yesterday; by 
building boats deeper they can be made narrower 
and they will draw more water. They can then 
carry all the sail that is necessary without fictitious 
ballast, and make just as good, if not better, time 
in the bargain.

Unlike the toy 
boats, they will not need safd-bags on the windward 
gunwale for a ballasting power, and will not require 
a circus crew to sailthem.

TO VISIT THE REDS. 
Members of the Senate Indian Com- 
mittee in the City To-Day. 

— — — 

Senator Dawes Describes the Work the 
Body Has Before It-senator Maxey 

Grows Emphatic Over the Convict 


Labor System in Texas—The Late 
Outbreak, 


Hon H. L. Dawes of Pittsfield, Mass., accom- 
panied by his daughter and son, Miss Annie L. 
Dawes and H. L. Dawes, jr., and Messrs. J. R. Mo- 
Carty, Jas. J. Christie, E. M. Christie and Nelson 
Parker of Washington, D. O., arrived in the city 
this morning and registered at the Southern Hotel. 
Mr. Dawes is chairman of the Senate sub-commit- 
tee on Indian affairs, and to- 


ther with Senator 8. B. rr wag of 
he same committee, who arrived last night, is en- 
route to Muscogee, Indian Territory, where they 
will meet Senators Morgan of Alabama, Jones of 
Arkansas, and n of Kansas: Senators Morgan 
and Ingalls were to have met Dawes and Maxey in 
this 1 by a ntment, but Maxey has received 
rom bot n the effect that they 
would go direct to the Indian Nation and 
await the arrival of Senator Dawes and 
the rest of the committee. This arrangement 
did not exactly suit Dawes, since it interferes with 
his plan of beginning the coinmittee’s work, by 
taking testimony in this city. He said this morning 
that possibly he and Senator Maxey would remain 
here until to-morrow even instead of lea ving to- 
night, as at first intended, and proceed to work 
thout the presence of the absent committeemen, 
He was not sure, however, that such would 
be the decision of Senator Maxey, and 
he desired 3 consultation with him 
before taking any definite action or making any 
tive statements about the matter. Messrs. 
ames J. Chr.stie and Nelson Parker, accompany 
the committee in official capacities as stenographer 
and clerk. Miss Dawes and Mr. H. L. Dawes, jr., 
are taking the trip merely for pleasure. 
SENATOR DAWES, 
who is one of the most prominent members of Con- 
gress and enjoys a national reputation in 
connection with Indian affairs, having been 
the on of poor Lo in 
numerous word battles onthe Senate floor, is a 
gentleman of middle height, slight build and very 
| polite and pleasing address. His hair isa silvery 
white as is also his short beard, which contes to a 
sharp point in Puritan fashion in a straight line 
from the end of his slightly aquiline nose. His 
eyes, which are light blue and very mild and soft 
impart a kindly expression to his countenance and 
give out the impression that he is a quiet, 
easy-going, mild-mannered sort of rson. 
To a Post-DisPaTou reporter who met him in the 
rotunda of the hotel this morning, he said: Lou 
know, I presume, the object of the committee's 
trip? No? Well, Til tell you: The act under 
which we are operating isa very long and tedious 
sort of thing, and it would ouly bore you to repeat 
it. In substance, we are authorized to investigate 
the resent condition of the Indian 
tribes located in the Indian Territory, 
to inquire into the reported frauds 
existing in the Indian Agenoy Department and ex- 
amine into the title of the lands occupied by the 
Indians by white settiers. Under the latter head 
comes the Okalahoma boomers and the question of 
their right to invade and settle in the territory. The 
matter of leases by Indians to cattlemen and com- 
panies organized forthe purpose of raising and 
herding cattle will also be looked into and 
reported upon by the committee. It 
win require a great length of time to 
perform the work well, and our visit will not be 
in the nature of a pleasure trip by any means. 
Another branch of the Committee on Indian Affairs 
go on a similar mission to Dakota and the Northern 
States and Territories. 

“How is the political world moving along in the 
East, Senator?” 

“Well, I don’t know. There is nothing of im- 
portance which has been developed since the 
last campaign. Everything appears to be moving 
smoothly enough. obody is suffering 
or being hurt to any great extent, and Cleveland is

was next approached by the repter. He is not as 
handsome nor as inteilectual-looking a man 
as Dawesis.

I reckon you 
got all of the Indian you wanted out of Dawes, eh? 
‘sposin’? we talk about something else, said h. 
The reporter acquisced and he continued. I see 
that the Northern papers have been full of accounts 
about the trouble in Texas with the convicts, 
and the general impression created by them is 
that public sentiment in the Lone Star 
State is opposed to tae hiring out of convict labor 
by the Government. Now, that is all wrong. I 
never heard of such a thing until I came up here. 
No one objects to cgnvict labor in Texas. On the 
contrary, the people rather favor it than otherwise. 
You see, we have two Penitentiaries in our State, 
and, altbough you may think that two is one too 
let me assure you they are full 
roof, and we have a large 
of convicts to spare at any 
and all seasons of the year. I don’: think that our 
people are any worse than those of other States. I 
ess it must be because the priscms are not 80 
fares as they generally buildthem. At all events 
itis well known thatthe State has more convicts 
than it can take care of at the two penitentfaries, 
and considerable extra expense is incurred by keep- 
ing them elsewhere. 
THE PEOPLE ARE TAXED 
for it and naturally they are 
only too glad when the State officials can make 
a contract hiring them out to farmers or railroad 
companies. The talk that convict labor conflicts 
with honest labor is all bosh so far as Texas is con- 
cerned. It does nothing of the kind There is 
more thau enough of work there for everybody in 
the State, the convicts included. The only trou ble 
is not in a surplus of labor, but in a 
lack of it, Any good, strong honest fellow 
who goes to Texas can get work at good wages with- 
out the least bit of bother. We only wish that more 
of them would come.“ 

„But. Senator, . at class of citizens participated 
in the wholesale release of convicts who were work- 
ing on one of the railroads several days ago? 
Weren't they indignant at the emp:oymeant of con- 
victs to the exclusion of honest Jahor?” 

No, sir. Not a bit of it. it was some gang of 
men who had friends among the convicts whom 
they wish to set free. The question of labor did 
not enter into it atall, and what is more the public 
sentiment backs up the Governor in his efforts to 
capture the perpetrators of the outrage,

The Probable Successor of hie 2 


United States Senator.

A Native of Washington—Young Tree's 
Success as a Lawyer in Chicago—The 
Judge's Friendship for Wilbur F. 
Storey—A Man Well Fitted for Pu 
lic Life, |

Wasuinetor, D. C., May 16~Judge Lambert 
Tree of Chicago, has come suddenly into promi- 
nence because of his succeeding Mr. Morrison as 
the caucus nominee of the Democrats in the Illinois 
Legislature. Mr. Tree ig very well known in Wash- 
ington. He has spent a number of winters bere 
lately. He was born and brought up here. His 
father was one of the oldest clerks in the city Post 
Office. Lambert Tree, senior, died about three 
yearsago. He was a very distinguished looking 
old gentleman, with a snowy-white mustache and 
the air and manner of an admiral of the navy upon 
the retired list. Lambert Tree, jr., went to Chicago 
after finishihg his edueation here and began there 
the practice of law. He married there Miss Magee, 
the only child of the wealthy Magee family, who 
were early holders of large blocks of real estate in 
Chicago. The fortune of the Magee family was not 
a speculative one. It has always remained invested 
in this real estate, which, with the natural increase 
of value, has brought the property up so that it is 
worth to-day between four and five millions of 
dollars. Judge Tree made a marked success at the 
bar and for a nuniber of years was one of the most 
trusted of the higher class Judges in Chicago. 
During the latter years of his term he became 
poisoned thropgh the long breathing of the foul 
atmosphere of his court-room. He became quite 
ill. His physicians, after he partially recovered, 
said that he must not go back upon the 
bench. The Judge insisted, however, as he 


desired to retain lis pertest independence of the 
fortune of his wife's family. 
2 * 

“Mr. Magee's health also failed about this time. 
He then made a proposition to Judge Tree to insure 
his permanent retiring from the bench. He offered 
to settle on him an annuity A to his Judge's 
salary, $7,000 a year, if he would consent to resign 
and give his entire attention to his private affairs. 
Judge Tree accepted this offer. They ali went to 
Europe and remained abroad for a number of years. 
Five years ago they returned. Soon after their re- 
turn Mr. Magee died, and withina year after that 
Mrs. Magee followed him. The buik of the great 
property was left tw Mrs. Tree. The Trees have 
one son, Arthur, a tall, handsome, broad-shouldered 
fellow, wuo is just finisning his college career at 
Princeton. He is the only child of the Trees and 
will be the heir of a very great estate, He has 
has been brought up with as much rigid care as if 
he had no future before him except that of work- 
ing for his support. He was partially educated at 
Eton and there acquired a grea: fondness for out of 
door sports and exercise. Judge Tree himself is a 
scholar, a.man of the world, a most excelient law- 
yer and a man well adapted to public affairs. He is 
not easily excited and is one of he most conserva- 
tive of conservatives. 

Judge ‘Tree is in the neighborhood of 50 
years of age. He is not tall, but yet is slightly 
above the medium height. His figure is well 
rounded and very erect. Heisof the blond type. 
Tuer is as yet very iittle grey in his brown wabing 
hair, or ia the sweep of bis thick military mus- 
tache. He has a very wide, high forehead, a pair 
of clear biue eyes which light up with geniality aod 
spirit of fun in social converse, or can take on the 
coldest of looks when he is considering a matter of 
business. He has a large Roman nose and a square 
smooth shaven chin. While his manners might 
give one the idea that he is mild and yielding, yet 
underaeath he isa man of iroo. He was one of 
Wilbur F. Storey’s most intimate and oldest of 
friends. He was with Mr. Storey in Paris when the 
latter had a severe attack of paralysis which every- 
one thought at toat time would prove fatal. Dr. 
Brown-Sequard, through the heroic operation of 
burning the opine, brought Mr. Storey up. The 
most that the Doctor hoped 2 then was to enable 
Mr. Storey to live long enough to reach home, The 
old gentieman surprised everyone by living through 
one or two attacks after this and did not die until 

ast summer, five years after his return. Judge 
Tree was one of the executors named in one J 
Storey’s earlier wills. It is probable that if there 
had been no complication of the affairs of Mr. Sto- 
rey the Times estate would bave been administered 
under the management of Judge Tree. As it was he 
was Offered last summer the conservatorship of 
the estate when the court decided that one should 
be appointed before Mr. Siorey’s death. He re- 
fused to accept the trust because of the invo.ved 
condition of affairs and the bitter fight that was 
going ou between numerous factions to obtain con- 
trol of the paper. He knew that Mr. Storey could 
not live long and that he would incur great em- 
barrassment and respousibility without any real 
compensation.

Judge Tree once had avery serious falling out 
with Wm. R. Morrison. ‘the occasion of it was 
rather an amusing one. In 1880 the Illinois friends 
of David Davis tried very hard to get the delega- 
tion united upon their man. They round, however, 
that Morrisoa stubboraly contested with bim for 
contro! of the delegation. ‘The result was a divided 
deiegation. The friends of Dav.d Davis believe that 
it he couid have gone into the Cincifnati Conved- 
tion from bis State in 1880 he would have been nom- 
inated by the Democrats instead of Hancock. Mor- 
rison remained stuovorn, however, and would not 
withdraw, Editor Storey was always a thick aud 
thin friend of Davis. He never forgot the service 
reudered uim during the war when Judge Davis got 
Lincoin to revoke the order of Burnside suspending 
tbe pubiication of the ‘limes, He was very auxious 
to get Morrison to withdraw, He wrote a letter to 
Judge Tree about it. Tue latter was in Wasuington 
at the timie. ‘ree answered Storey 's letter and com- 
meuted, as he migat ina private letter writen to 
an old friend, upon  Morreon. He spoke of 
him iu very sligbting terms. Storey printed this 
letter to Show Wiuat was thought of Mormson down 
in Wasiingioa. ‘os serious breach of coafidenve 
npon the part of the veteran editor was oue of the 
tirst evidences of uis mental break down. Its pub- 
ication embarrassed-Juuge Tree very much, aud 
and made Morrison furious. He refused to speak 
to the Judge, and it was a leng time before Lricndiy 
relations were estab lisued between them again. it 
may be that the memory of this little episode has 
coustrained Morrison to remain a candidate longer 
than he would otherwise have done. For it hag 
been weill understood for some time that Judge 
Tree would be the nominee of a caucus in the 
event of Morrison’s withdrawal. Heis very popu- 
lar in Ulinois. He has run for Congress twice, but 
mm ho Republican disiricta m Chicago. He 
Las au ition for pyblic life, and as be is thor - 
oughly equipped for it, he is certain to reach the

It is conceded 
that the Pilot Knob bonds are worth very much 
more than those of the Vulcan or Tower 
concerns, but the latter two are fighting for second 
lace. That is to say, the holders of Grand Tower

ff is proposed to take up the $2,600,000 of the mis- 
cellaneous paper with $2,000,000 of pew paper, and 
to issue che latter to holders of the Md paper, on a 
schedule of comparative values which must be 
established by the interested capitalists whom the 
St. Louis committee expect to get tégether in New 
York. There will be a great deal of argument and 
hot blood, in all probability, before any schedule of 
vaiues can be arranged that will be accepted to all 
of the bondholders.

During the pendency 
of the St. Louis Mutual's troubles in the courts 
Peck visited him and spoxe in favor of the reinsur- 
ance, saying if it were not done a receiver wouid be 
appointed and the stockholders would lose their 
stock. Peck said it was a matter of business, and 
wituess said if that was so ne had better go and talk 
witu Mr. Wyman, witness’ partner. : 

The question was asked here: Did you consider it 
right of your firm to make a 
profit out of the reinsurance of a 
company ia which you were a director and on 
whica ce you would have to vote asa di- 
rector?” 


Defendant answered: “I saw nothing wrong in 
the matter then, and I would do the same thing 
under the same circumstances now.“ 

Defendant stated tnat he understood the firm 
made the money by tne sale of $100,000 of St. Louis 
Mutual stock, which he supposed was bought by the 
rewsuriog company. Did not kuow whether the 
transaction was ever entered, on the firm’s books, 
Wy gave defendant the bonds in 
their office a great many months after he had con- 
versed with Peck.

On June 28, 
1881, the Court of i, affirmed the 
decision of the St. uis Circuit Court 
against John G. Priest for $10,400 35, 
aud an appeal was taken to the Supreme Court 
July 12, 1831. Mr. Priest’s appeai bond for $21,000 
was given by George and John Knapp and Charies 
Green. Since tuat date the case has been lying in 
the Supreme Court uunoticed, aud malicioùds per- 
sons have been found wno seem to think that 
delay is very peculiar.
